The English is conquering the 

wot Id. At least .' little study of the 
advancement thai it has made the 
last century ot so would seem to in- 
dicate some such conclusion. Iii the 
eleventh century there were onlv 
about two milllions who spoke Fug 
lish. Two centuries later there 
were but three millions, in the 
fifteenth century only four millions 
spoke English. The growth had 
been but half a mi I Ion per century 

from the eleventh lo the fifteenth, 
but then the growth became much 
more rapid. By the sixteenth there 

were six millions speaking Fnglish. 
by the seventeenth eight million five 
hundred thousand, and them c.une 
the first great leap, when the end ot 

theelghteenth century found twenty 

oni million eight hundred thousand 
persons speaking Fnglish. And al 
the present day, as well as can be 
calculated, the Fnglish language is 
the native tongue of one hundred 
and sixteen million persons. 

What are the causes of this great 
development of the Fnglish tongue? 

( >ne undoubtedly is the spread of 

the English speaking people all over 

the world. Anolhei canst' is the 

ease with which English is learned 
b_v the foreigner. Fnglish grammar 
is nothing when compared with 
French, German or any other grain- 
mar of European nations, and lie- 
sides, whet ever Fnglish Influence 
has spread, and it has spread 
around the world, the Englishman 
Imposes his language upon the 
peoples with whom he has to do. 

M. .lean Foint admits this growing 
supremacy of the Fnglish language 
in a clever article In / >. and 

laments the loss which the French 
have to show . In the fifteenth cen- 
tury it was confidently expected that 
French would become the universal 
language. It was the literary tan- 
nage, the language of the courls, of 
diplomats, of com me rue all over 

Europe, and this was the rase up 
lo the middle of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. A man who knew French 
could then traved comfortably all 
Europe, certain of being 
understood whcrevei he went \ 
the end of the fifteenth century there 
were only 16,000,000 persons who 

spoke German, and hardly 3,000,000 
who spoke Russian, but at the close 
of the eighteen spoke 

German and :il,o 

When the nineteenth century 
dawned French and Russian claim- 
ed an equal mum! idherents; 
German was just behind them; 

then came Spanish, Fnglish and 
Itsllsn, i;i older. The downfall 
ol Napoleon, in changing the map 
of the world, changed itslangu 

England, the conqueror. then 
led lo the .supreme place, and 
Russian, too, that took part in the 
conquest, rose during the eenturj bo 
command idherents. 

Germsny is not far behind with 
80,000,000, but France has 

These figures al ihe same time 
indicate the expansion o( the 

I different nations. Linguist 



tories represent colonial victories, 
for it is certain that among these 
six nations, the Fnglish and the 
Russian have colonized with greatest 
success To study the English 
Colonies, a map of the world is 
necessary ; and the Russians have 
followed the English tongue. The 
young Egyptians have abandoned 
the study of French tor that very 
closely, being followed in tnru by 
Germans. 

France is losing ground, even in 
those places where she was once 
supreme. In Algeria, where it was 
hoped to make French the leading 
tongue, Arabic is spoken. On the 
Congo, in Senegal and the Soudan, 
there is a perfect babel of African 
tongues. The Armenians were 
almost French, but now they have 
tinned toward England and are I 
learning of English; and Hus- 
king her part in Syria, is introducing 
her language through a number of 
schools all over het domain. 

In Belgium, where the population 
was divided equally betweeu the 
French, German, and Flemish 
tongues some twenty years ago, in 
1898 those speaking Flemish or 
German outnumbered those speak- 
ing French by over half a million 
in a population of 7,600,000. The 
best proof that France has lost 
altogether in retaining its hold on 
the language of diplomacy was 
shown at the late peace congress in 
The Hague, where English was 
widely spoken. The Eglish 

foreign office has long abandoned 
tlu> custom of using French in its 
communications with foreign am- 
bassadors. The latest commercial 
treaty between Mexico and China 
written in English, although 
a century ago French would ha 
been the language used. 

Fnglish. German and Russian 
compete for notice in Japan, but 
French is altogether omitted, lu 
fact, the study of French in the . 
schools outside of France is grow- 
ing less and less year by year. 
This humiliating confession coming 
from a Frenchman is strong proof 
that the Fnglish language is to- 
day in the ascendant, and ere long 
may be, if not the universal lan- 
guage, at east the tongue spoken by 
more persons than any twi 
languagi

In my last letter to the JOURNAL, 
I omitted some details, regarding 
Miss Blank's efforts to secure tbe 

deaf poet a decent burial — tin omis- 
sion, which was made necessary by 

the lack of time previous to catch- 
ing the mail train. But now since 
inquiries have been received, show- 
ing a ureal interest in B. W . Cava- 
Bagb, I take pleasure in submitting 
the facts in my possession. 

Some have asked me who the 
mysterious deal girl, Miss Blank, 
was, and I answer that it was Miss 
llypalia Boyd. Miss Boyd at first 
did not wish her name used, fearing 
Others might think I er guilty of 
egotism. She never met the deaf 
poet, but her heart was very much 
touched by the fact that the body 
of the deaf poet w is being held at 
the morgue. 

One of the details omitted in my 

last letter was to the effect that 
Miss Boyd, during her conference 

With the publishers of the deaf 

poet's baoks, inquired why the 

Street Car Company should not pay 
the expenses of the dead man's 
funeral. To which the publishers 

replied thai the Car Company had 

paid the hospital expenses, and 

that was all. However, the printers 

agreed lo keep Miss Boyd'fl idea in 
mind and see the company if pos- 
sible. 

A few days later Miss Boyd again 
Called on the publishers to learn if 
Ihcy had received any word from 
the deaf poet's brother. They had 
and showed her the letter, which 
she read carefully, and for a time 
said nothing. Then she look up 
the subject of the Car Company 
again. I Wednesday the 

brother came lo town, and one of 

the publishing firm went with him 

to the office of the Car Company 

with the result thai the Company 
had the body taken from the morgue, 

(tut in a good casket ami shipped to 
die, Wis., (the poet's old 
home) at their expense. The 
brother accompanied the body and 
later wrote the following letter to 
the printers : 

" D'-ar Friend : I got on vt-vy

No doubt the shark's mouth is 
placed so much beneath the pro- 
jecting muzzle, under which also 
Hie nostrils lie, that it may serve 
its proper purpose In the best way. 
In all records of the habits of the 

fish we are told that it, can and does 
bite out huge chunks of flesh from 
the dead bodies of whales and even 
from living victims of its attacks, 
and it is easily seen that if its 
mouth was like that of other fishes 
the necessary leverage would be 
lacking. A further reason seems 
lo be that, the shark by this peculiar 
position of its mouth is compelled 
to turn upon ils back to strike and 
is thus aide to deliver its onset 
from below with more deadly effects. 
This formidable strength of jaw is 
backed up by a most terrible array 
Of teeth, Of Which ill some species 

there are as many as six rows all 
around. Each tooth is saw edged 

and pointed, and some of the largest 
are as much as two inches in breadth 
thai the base These lie flat against 
the jaws ami can he raised by 
separate muscles at will, so that as 
the shark darts upon ils prey, they 
spring of end, as a cat's claws are 

stuck out, from ils paw. This ar- 
rangement will not allow anything 
once boiled to return, so that a 

shark's mouth is a veritable death 
trap.

It is a truism that the biggest 
results often stait from little things. 

The German photographer who 

some years ago sensitized an ordi- 
nary postal card and printed a view 
of his native town upon if, did not 
dream of the results to follow that 
astute little venture. To-day the 
making of the pictorial post-card 
has in <! uniany become a distinct 
art. A trade paper estimates the 
number of men engaged exclusively 
in it at, twelve thousand. 

During a single season one hun- 
dred and forty-eight thousand 
postal cards, bearing the picture of 
the Neiderwald Monment of 

Germanla, were sent through the 

post. This beautifully situtated 
memorial, erected to commemorate 
the sneessof the I'alherlaud in the 
Franco-German War, is annually 
visited by a large number of patri- 
ots and foreign tourists, it isjlittle 
wonder that they send a picture of 

it lo their friends. 

It, is probably for the same reason 
that, an equal number of Kyfhausei 

Monument cards go through the 

post. The old tower of the castle 
at Heidelberg figured on no lessthau 
thirty-six thousand cards in one sea 
son. 

Not, only does Germany print 
these attractive little souvenirs for 
her own Use, but, she exports large 

quantities of tbem. More than half 

the total number made go to other 
Countries. South America, Austra- 
lia, Austria, France, Great Britain, 
Italy, Russia, and Sweden, are the 
principal customers. 

If is no wonder the post-cards are 
in demand, for they are really at- 
tractive. The first order of things, 
when the picture on the card was of 
Very crude workmanship, lias passed 
away. Chambers's .Journal is re- 
sponsible for the statement that 
many of the (Jernian cards are now, 
for finish and clearness of detail, 
superior to the illustrations of the 
best monthly magazines. 

Topical post-cards are in great 
request. The " Pesos Conference" 

card, with photographs of half a 

dosen of the peace delegates, has 
lately been a favorite. 

So-called " art" post-cards are in 
vogue at present; abstract subjects 
handled in line or monochrome by 
clever artists. A fragile and costly 

novelty is a thin strip of wood, of 

regular post-card size, with a scene 
hand-painted in oils on the back. 

(Some pictorial post-cards have 
their views in relief, yet, leave the 
side reserved lor the address per 
feet ly Hat. Ol hers ha ve facings in 
silk ; that is to say, the views are 
woven in silk. These emanate from 
Orefeld, the home and centre of the 
German silk-weaving manufacto- 
ries, and are comparatively cheap. 

One of the vei y latest cai 

a hundred fresh designs are pub- 
lished every day — is tbe metaohrome 

card. In this the pictures, colored 
or Otherwise, are coated with a thin 
layer of while oil paint, making the 
view underneath look misty, but, at 
the same time rendering it possible 
to use the whole surface for writing. 
When the post-card is received, the 
message is read and the card im- 
mersed in water. Instantly the 
mistiness disappears with the writ- 
ing and the scene beneath stands 
forth clearly. 

Albums lor Ihe insert ion of the 
pictorial post-cards are in request, 
and the post -card collector bids fair 
before long to rival the stamp col- 
lector-.

a street corner, promptly cut off her 
head. Two lunatics passing at the 

time were so shocked by this act 

that they regained their reason, 

and the town got its livelihood. 

The town of Gibraltar, owing to 
its position in regard to Spain, has 
practically been in a state of siege 
for over two centuries. At sunset 

the drawbridges are raised, and at 

sunrise they aie again let down to 
the tune of the revt ille. The 
whole town is kept under strict 
military rule, none but Englishmen
